In Odessa his 
reception was tre- 
mendously enthusiastic, although the 
city is strongly Liberal and has never 
been noted, for any perfervid loyalty 
to the empire. 


The emperor drove through streets 
lined with cheering crowds. He wore 
a simple service uniform, with me 
khaki-colored blouse of a Russian of- 
ficer of ordinary rank. He rode in an 
automobile, attended by a single aide. 
During his progress across the city he 
threw etiquette and tradition to the 
w=S2ST?ndi stood up in his 
car> n" ^ 
hand, bowing and smiling to the cheer- 
ing crowds. 


Jn a central 
square the

?t,ePPed out of his automobile and in- 
spected the local troops. 
It was no 
perfuncttory ceremony. 
At a brisk 


^fnnJ1,? walked aJong the entire front, 
stoppirg now and then to exchange a 
w°rd ™J«J one of the privates.

to the 
center of the line and made a brief 
extempore speech. It 
was without 
oratorical embroidery, simply word- 
ed and 'matter-of-fact in delivery, but 
wonderfully 
effective. 
He reviewed 
the history of the war, reminded the 
men of Russia's glorious past 
and 
spoke of the 
splendid deeds 
of the 
arm^ m the Present campaigns. ' 
Do as you brothers have done," he 
said In closing. "Do as thev 
hiive 
done on the battlefields of East Prus- 
sia, Galicia and Bukovina. God will 
watch over you, and Russia will' re- 
member you." 


There was absolute silence for a 
full minute after he had finished. Then 
the silence was broken by the crash 
of a thunderous chorus of 
cheers: 


During his visit the emperor had an 
opportunity to show his masterv of 
English. 
The British consul-general, 
accompanied by a delegation of Eng- 
lish residents, presented their congrat- 
ulations, expressing on behalf of Eng- 
land admiration and 
apprecation of 
the Russian army's work. The emper- 
or_ replied in English: 


"I thank you sincerely for what you 
have said. Wo do not 
forget how 
much we in Russia owe to the brave 
English and French. We are now on 
the high road to victory, and with the 
aid of our allies, the common cause 
shall speedily triumph." 


Some idea of the manner in which 
the emperor's trips through the coun- 
try aim to reach the workmen and 
common people may be gained from 
an account of his visit to the Briansk 
factory at Biejitza. The whole work- 
ing population, numbering nearly 40,- 
000, turned but to meet him, and a del- 
egation consisting of workmen who 
nave been employed In the 
factory 
for at least twenty years, presented 
him with bread and salt, the tradition- 
al emblems of hospitality. 
"We are happy that you have come." 
said the leader of the delegation. "We 
wish you to see our labor, which we 
are performing joyfully for you and 
for our dear country, while our chil- 
dren and brothers are fighting on the 
field of battle." 


The emperor spent four hours in the 
factory, going through all the work- 
shops and carefully 
inspecting 
the 


progress of the work. Later he visit- 
en the workmen's quarter, going into 
several houses and talking with the 
men's families.

The proclamation cautions American, 


citizens that the "laws and treaties 
of the United States without interfer- 
ing with the free expression of opin- 
ion and sympathy or with the com- 
mercial manufacture and sale of arm* 
and munitions of war; nevertheless 
impose upon all persons who may be 
within their territory and jurisdiction 
the duty of impartial neutrality dur- 
ing the existence of the contest." 


As was the case in the other neu- 
trality proclamations 
issued durin* 
the present war. the laws of the Unit- 
ed States forbidding 
recruiting for 
the belligerents in this country or fit- 
ting out of war vessels are recited 
and also the laws governing: belliger- 
ent warships entering American r>o£s. 
The protection of the United States 
it is declared, "will be denied to such 
American citizens as may misconduct 
themselves m the premises.

How the Carnal With Its 


Splendid Fortifications 
Will Become a Naval 
Base and Military Res- 
ervation - Inestimable 
Value In Case of War. 


T this time war and the pr«- 
paredr.ess of a nation for war 
are the expected topics of dls- 


_ cusalon. 
Differences of opin- 


ion exist and these cause a great di- 
versity of judgment as to tho wisdom 
of the saying "In t!mo of peace pre- 
pare for war." 


The United States has a long sea 


cooot both on Its Atlantic and Pacific 
borders, and with Its increasing Inter- 
national trade, tho upbuilding of Its 
merchant marine and its growing im- 
portance as a world power, it muat 
be In a position to take its proper rank 
as a military and naval power. 
Ita 
scacoasls must be adequately protected 
and patrolled, and in normal times 
I in fleet Is llkoly to ba scattered In 
both oceans. 
But. necessity, urgent 


nnrosBlty, may require a rapid mobiliza- 
tion of Its navy on one sea coast or 
the other and the Panama Canal will 
1... r.n Important factor to that end. 


FoitlflcJUlons Planned. 


When the Canal was Hearing com- 


pletion tho question of fortifications 
nroao, and Congress talked for days 
over that question and tho pros -ml 
cons from every point of view were 
threshed out. One side contended that 
to fortify the Canal would be a viola- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncofote Treaty. 


They declared that the United States 
was under a solemn obligation to rec- 
ognise the principles of neutrality as 
applied at Suez and cited the express 
terms of the Hay-Pauncefolo Treaty 
as evidence of their contention. Those 
•who favored the fortification project 
asserted that the Canal sione belonged 
to the United States and that our Gov- 
ernment had a perfect right to set 
up a defense of our own territory; also 
that by failing to fortify the place we 
would lose tho military advantages for 
which the Cana; had been constructed. 
Just what diplomatic pressure was 
brought to bear on England has not 
been ffiven out: however, that coun- 
try waived Its rights In demanding a 


j neutral canal and the fortification bill 
passed. 


The great forts, when completed, will 


make the Panama Canal the American 
Gibraltar. It will become a naval base 
of the greatest value, for here our 
ships may coal and repair, for great 
coal storage basins, machine shops and 
dry docks are being built. 
In time, 


with .its splendid fortifications at each 
end, 
the Canal will become of the 


greatest Importance from a strategical 
point of view and will become the cen- 
ter of operations of our fleets of the 
East and West and the sole gateway 
between 
the 
Atlantic and 
Pacific 


Oceans. ' The great importance of 
maintaining a. naval base there can 
be readily understood when one con- 
siders the present war, which has 


j proved beyond all doubt that 
the 


strength of nations .rests upon a mili- 
tary basis. 


Radio Station. 


Another thing of value especially In 


time of war is the navy control of the 
big radio station now nearly completed 
at Darien In the Canal Zone. It was 
built under the direction of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, while the 
Installation of the operating equip- 
ment was performed by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering:. 


The aerial of the Darien station will 


be attached to the tops of three steel 
towers, each 
.-be hundred 
feet 
in 


height. The towers of the other two 
stations at Balboa and Colon are about 
three hundred feet high. These sta- 
tions prill be used to transmit messages 
to and from vessels in the adjacent 
canal -waters and within a radius of 
about three hundred miles from the 
Canal. The equipment of th« Darion 
station Is second to none In the world. 


It will be "capable of oommun.iea.ting 
with points at «. distance of three 
thousand miles. It Is so near comple- 
tion that before thla atory goes to 
print It !• very likely that Darien may 
talk with Washington. 
. About fifteen thousand troops will be 
stationed on the Zone. 
At present 
they Include the Fifth, Tenth and 
Twenty-Ninth Infantry and several 
companies of Coast Artillery. 
The 


majority of them will be stationed at 
Mlraflores where quarters and bar- 
racks are being; erected at the cost 
of 18,000,000. 


Blgren Gun Ever Made For This 


Country. 


As to the fortifications, \they will 
be practically impregnable. 
They 
consist of large forts at each end of 
the Canal with fields-for thousands of 
mobile troops. 
The Pacific Coast de- 


fense will be somewhat stronger than 
that on the Atlantic side and have 
been erected on both sides of the chan- 
nel. They consist of one sixteen-lnch 
gun, 
six fourteen-inch guns, six slx- 


jlnch guns and eight four-and-seven- 
1 tenths Inch howitzers. 
The sixteen- 


lnch gun shown in the accompanying 
photograph, made while it was on Its 
way from the Watervleit arsenal, Is 
the largest ever built for this country 
It will be mounted on Perico Island, 
one of the three Islands which rise 
precipitously out of the water on the 
the east side of the Pacific Coast en- 
trance. Naoa Island Is connected by 
a breakwater to the mainland, while 
Perico and Flamenco are connected 
with Naos by a stone causeway. Per- 
ico is an ideal site for heavy defense, 
and -when this gun rests upon the top 
It Is. very doubtful whether the war- 
ship of any nation would attempt to 
enter the Canal, for a single shell from 
this terrible engine of destruction 
would put any battleship yet built out 
of commission. The gun can hurl Its 
projectile weighing more than a ton 
a distance of twenty-one miles anrt 'do, 
what seems almost Incredible—hit a 
target with accuracy at a distance of 
seventeen miles. The shells are filled 
with high power explosive, and it 
makes one shu'dder to think of the 
destruction they could cause. All the 
guns are mounted on disappearing 
carriages so they are exposed only for 
a moment when firing. 


On the Atlantic side of the Canal 


the defense consists of four twelve- 
Inch guns, sixteen twelve-inch mor- 
tars, six six-Inch guns and four four 
and 
seven - tenths - inch 
howitzers. 


These guns will be divided between 
Toro Point on the west side cf the 
channel and Margarita Island on the 
east side. They will be so arranged 
as to sweep the entire channel toward 
the entrance from the Atlantic. The 
mortars are designed for use against 
the enemy both on land and sea, for 


j In case of a hostile force coming 
[overland they could be loaded with 
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shrapnel and fired at a distance of four 
miles. 
The howitzers could be used 


to protect the locks or moved from 
place to place whenever they were 
needed. Eight of these will be per- 
manently stationed at Gatun. 


$2,000,000 Of Ammunition. 


About $2,000,000 worth of ammuni- 


tion will be kept at the Canal at all 
times, for Uncle Sam does not Intend 
to bo caught napping with an empty 
powder house. This includes at least 
seventy rounds for the big gun on 
Perico Island. 
Some idea of the 


amount of smokeless powder used can 
be understood from the fact that the 
fourteen 
hundred pound projectile 


fired from a fourteen-inch. gun re- 
quires a charge of over three hundred 
pounds of smokeless powder to propel 
it through the air. Every time a gun 
of this type is fired It costs the Gov- 
ernment $700. 


The land about the sea level ends 


of the Canal will be platted off just 
like 
city squares, and 
should an 
enemy's troops come into any one of 
these squares the mortars can be so 
turned as to hurl their deadly missiles 
upon the very square they are occupy- 
ing. 


In order that there shall be no sur- 


prise attack, the fortifications will be 
equipped with fourteen .searchlights, 
each 
using 
a. sixty-inch reflector. 


These lights, which cost $20,000, will 
sweep the sea and land as far as gun 
range. The electricity used for'oper- 
ating these as well as the big gruns 
will be generated at each fort. 


Named In Honor Of Generals. 


The_fortlflcations at each end of the 


Can»U have been named In honor of 
some of our great generals. 
For in- 


stance, the fort at Toro Point is 
named In -honor of General William T. 
Sherman, and tho one on Margarita 
Island in memory of General W. F. 
Randolph. The battery at Manzanlllo, 
Point Colon, is called Fort DeLesseps, 
so named to perpetuate the memory 
o! Count De Lessps, while the three 
great forts on the islands of the Pa- 
cific? have received tho name of Grant 
ip licir.or of that valiant hero of the 


j Civil -v7ia-. At Balboa, the battery has 
received lijie name of Amador, so 
called to honor the first President of 
the Republic «jf Panama. The batter- 
ies of the dlffcavnt forts and the' army 
posts along the ijftnal have also been 
named, after our tfsilitary heroes. 


The most recent ^«jst to be occu- 


pied by the Twenty-Nlsth Infantry has 
been given the name ot "Camp Gail- 
lard" In memory of the Ifcte Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel D. D. Gaillard. who died 
in 1913—a well deserved honor for 
the man who gave his life rar hii 
work. Colonel Gaillard was a iiN«m- 
ber of the Canal Commission and wan 
in charge of the Central Division fc-oa 
1907 
until his death. 


All this description of the fortifica- 


tions and plans in case of war may 
seem out of order at this time when 
the American nation are praying lor 
peace, but even the most peace loving 
citizen knows that a big army with 
plenty of fortifications and a big navy 
with gunners who know how to shoot 
are comfortable things to have around 
even though they may not be needed. 
The Panama Canal Is a military neo- 
essity as well as a commercial on*.

devoid of the 
picturesque, although 
nothing startling occurred during its 
deliberations.

ternational congress has over dis- 
played.

veiled wife of a member of the Otto- 
man parliament, in a striking robe or 
silk, in alternate stripes of crimson

The dominating personality of the 
congress was 
unquestionably 
Frau" 
Risika Schwlmmer 
o£ Hungary 
and 
Xew York, representing an Associa- 
tion of Agricultural Women Laborers 
of Hungary. 
In constant clash with 
the well regulated machinery of tlio 
congress, a 
capable and practiced 
platform orator 
with a voice that 
more than filled the vast hall, when 


. she rose, it was avldent that she had 
• her audience with her. 
: 
Frau Schwimmer's personality, how- 


ever, was overshadowed by the stud- 
ied professionalism of her every act 
and gesture. One missed the 
foot- 
lights. With Signora Rosa Genoni, of 
Milan, the sole Italian delegate, rep-, 
res-enting a number of Italian peace 
and women's societies, there was not 
the slightest touch of premediatlor.. 
Spontaneous, lucid, with that simple 
and jrractical directness so character- 
istic, of her race, she held the hearts 
of her. hearers by opening her own. 
Here was the only touch of generous 
humor 
in 
t.he 
self-conscious 
ard 
frightened seriousness of the entire 
congress. 
Dressed in the mourning 


of prenteel poverty, her dark features 
were 
strikingly 
iiluminted 
by her 
eager sincerity. 


When Signora Genoni announced in 
her first speech that no other Italian 
delegate had dared cross Germany t6 
the congress, for fear Itly's entry into 
the war m!gbt prevent a return, there 
wns neither bonstfulnes of Cher own 
courage nor criticism of her compatri- 
ots in the statement. To her the pros- 
pect of the entry of her country into 
the horrible arena of European war 
was so Imminent and so hideous that 
she must protest against it at what- 
ever risk to herself. 


"I hone my country will not make 
war," she told the. Associated Press 
"And 
I feel that it will not, though 
every preparation is being made to So 
so. 


"The Lybiati business was terribly 
costly. We have not forgotten that
